information as to the physical condition of the subject and, 
more important, to obtain possible plans of the NPPR regarding 
violence upon his death^g^j 

i San Juan Office has assured that the installation at^ 

j the subject's residence, 501 Juan J. Jimenez Street, Hato Rey. 
i Puerto Rico, and the installation at the residence of subject's
